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THE COAL PALACE, 

The crowning achievement of the enterprising people of Ottumwa 
is their beautiful Coal Palace. Space will not permit of the detailed 
description of its splendor and magnitude to which it is entitled. 
An exhaustive history of the great structure from its inception to the 
present, would make a good sized volume of itself, therefore, we must 
confine ourselves to the presentation of the principal features of in- 
terest. The idea of a Palace was concieved by Col. P7G. Ballingall, 
one of Ottumwa’s oldest, most highly respected and enterprising 
citizens. ‘The undertaking was not received kindly by the people, 
when first presented for their consideration, because of their lack of 
experience in such matters, and a lack of confidence in its accom- 
plishment of the aims and object sought — advertising the city’s and 
surrounding territory’s resources. Many public meetings were held, 
subscription books were opened, and everything possible done to 
awaken public interest in the scheme. Col. Ballingall, Messrs. Man- 
ning, Flagler, Meek and others, were leaders in the work of securing 
subseriptions, and right royally did they apply themselves to the 
tusk. For nearly two years these men labored to secure the $30,000 
necessary to insure the completion of the structure, and to them 
more than all others, is due the credit of giving to the world the first 
and only coal palace ever erected. The structure was completed and 
the finishing touches given to the interior decorations, September 15, 
twelve hours previous to its being opened to the public. ‘he first day 
Was madea gala day in the city and all citizens took part in the opening 


exercises, thronging the great building from early morning till late 
in the night. From September 16 to October 11, the doors of the 
Palace were open to Visitors, and during the entire period, there was 
not a day which did not bring a crowd within its walls varying from 
two thousand to twenty thousand people. 

The dimensions of the Palace from one extreme to the other, 
are, in round numbers, two hundred and thirty by one hundred and 
thirty feet. The first 
story is twenty feet between the ceilings, and the second story about 
The main entrance is on Main street, directly beneath 
The design of the structure is novel and decidedly

original, being a compromise between the gothic and Byzantine, as 
a glance at the picture on the first page of the book will show. 
The interior decorations were something so strikingly original and 
yet harmonious and artistic, that no effort will be made by the editor 
to describe them in the manner they deserye. Corn, oats, hay, 
wheat, rye, wool, hemp, coal, etc., were woven, so to speak, into all 
manner of designs, pictures, pyramids, etc., producing a most pleas- 
ing effect. The cost of the interior decorations was ten thousand 
dollars, not to mention the great number of valuable articles con- 
tributed by the ladies of the city, and the many days spent by them 
assisting in the work. There were exhibits made by ten counties, of 
the products of their mines, farms and mills, these counties com- 
prising nearly all the coal territory in Iowa, and all being adjacent to 


Ottumwa. In theirrank as producersof coal they are as follows: 
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Mahaska, Keokuk, Wapello, Lucas, Monroe, Marion, Appanoose, Jeffer- 
son, Davis and Van Buren. Aside from the displays made by these 
counties were a number from other portions of the state, and many 
very striking and expensive exhibits by local merchants, factories 
and mills. Each one of the foregoing counties had a day set apart 
for them, and each showed their deep interest in the Palace by send- 
ing many train loads of people to the city on the days set aside for 
them. .

It will be well to here men- 
tion the fact that Ottumwa boasts of a large number of ladies and 
gentlemen~ Sssessed of marked talent as actors and actresses, as their 
work in the rendition of ‘‘ Powhattan ” amply demgnstrated. . The 
eleventh day was a memorable one, it was set aside for the Traveling 
men, The people considered discretion the better part of valor and 
surrendered to the attacking forces carly in the day. ‘ie Mayor of 
the city told the “boys” that the people wished to surrender uncon- 
ditionally and to prove that it was not a scheme to draw the “ grip 
soldiers ” into ambush, they were presented with the keys to the city. 
Everybody here will remember tbat day. ‘The twelfth day was for 
the Cedar Rapids people and they responded by sending a number of 
train loads of culture and refinement. Marion county, with its pop- 


ulation of thirty thousand people, came down and claimed the thir- 
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teenth day. They sent a very large delegation. Knights of Pythias 
Knights of Labor and Des Moines people touched elbows on the four- 
teenth day, and one of the finest parades of the season was made by 
their combined forces. October 2, the fifteenth day, was Woodmens 


and Jefferson county day. <A very large crowd was present. 


Blue Grass and Dayis county were given the same day, and 
it was celebrated by the presentation of the opera, ‘‘ Mikado,” 
in the evening to an immense throng, the cast of characters 
being nearly the same as in “ Powhattan.” Ladies’ day, October 
4, was a great day for the fair sex. They came from all portions of 
the state. ‘They enjoyed an exceptionally fine literary and musical 
programme and undoubtedly got more real pleasure ont of the trip 
than any previous or subsequent delegation. The seventeenth day 
was down for Base Ball day, but was changed to the Saturday fol- 
lowing. The Bloomfield band was in attendance. Keokuk day came 
next, and this thriving city sent five long excursion loads of people. 
Rev. Smalley, of Chicago, lectured in the evening, his subject being, 
“A Dream of the ‘Twentieth Century.” Next came Soldier’s day, 
which was devoted to the greeting and entertainment of the old bat- 
tle-scarred yeterans. ‘The nineteenth day was called Mahaska county 
day, but it proved to be everybody’sday. President ILarrison was the 
guest of the coal palace city, and, if being the first time that a real 
live president of the United States had ever stopped in Iowa, it was 
made the oceasion for one of the Jargest demonstrations ever indulged 


in by any city in the state. A conservative estimate of the number 


of people who greeted the President, places it at sixty-five thousand, 
It is needless to go into details regarding the reception tendered the 
president as it did not differ materially from those given him in other 
large cities. He was right royally entertained by the leaders of wealth 
and fashion in Ottumwa, and he went away feeling that no more hos- 
pitable, cultured people exist than are to be found among the fifteen 
thousand comprising our city’s population. Mrs. I’. J. Devin, for 
many years a resident of Ottumwa, is a sister of the President and all 
of his spare time, during his fifteen hours’ stay, was spent with her 
in the quiet of her comfortable home. A pleasing incident during 
his stay was the presentation to him of a copy of the Ottumwa Daily 
Courier, printed upon silk, by its president and publisher, Mr. A. W. 
Lee, which the President acknowledged in a neat little speech, con- 
cluding with the remark that he would keep it as a memento of one of 
the most pleasant and enjoyable times spent on hisentire journey. The 
twenty-first day was Appanoose county day, and it was hy no means the 
smallest in point of numbers, there being three or four thousand people 
who were unable to get into the Palace theday previous, and who re- 
mained in the city over night for the purpose of visiting it. The last 
day, Oct. 11, was Base Ballday, and during the entire dayand evening

Manufacturers and merchants find 
no cause for complaint against discrimination or excessive charges.

brings from fifteen to twenty dollars per thousand feet, and flooring 
fromseventeen to thirty dollars. Plaster is twenty cents per yard. 
When it is remembered that excellent lots, 40 feet front, can be 
bought for from one hundred to five hundred dollars per lot, and 
houses can be built for the above figures, it is no cause for wonder 
that nearly every mechanic and laboring man here owns his own 


home.

It is the privilege of the writer to pen the first historical sketch 
of the fifth ward of the city—known as South Ottumwa— haying 
earned this distinctive title not only on account of its location on 
the south side of Des Moines river, separating it from Ottumwa 
proper, but by virtue of its individual struggles for growth and deyel- 
opment and the wonderful enterprise it has always evinced. ‘In 1857, 
when the Western fever was running high, a syndicate was formed in 
Albion, N. Y., for the purpose of investing in and developing some 
Western town site. It consisted of Sanford i. Church, ex-governor, 
of New York; Noah Davis, Judge of the Superior Court of New 
York ; Chas.

Dickens’ jolly but erratic hero—Pickwick— named by the owner, the 
late J. L. Dickson, who was an ardent admirer of the great English 
novelist. ‘Che five members of the syndicate in the Hast each owned 


an equal share in the enterprise, but Mr. Raymond, weak- 
ening, sold his share to R. S. Smith, who, in 1858, moved to 
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Ann Arbor, Mich., with his family. Ie died in 1876 without realiz- 
ing whatever golden dreams he may haye had of the success of his 
Iowa town site. It became the lot of his son, Dr. W. B. Smith, to 
continue the development of South Ottumwa, and how well he has 
varried out his father’s plans is the household talk of its inhabit- 
ants, in testimony of which stands a beautiful little city of 2.500 
population, where fourteen years ago there were only empty and 
unsold lots. The trials and vicissitudes of its early promoters were 
characterized by the sume hardships and opposition that marks the 
aulvyancement of most new towns. Finding the old wooden toll- 
bridge which stood just east of the present iron structure a detri- 
ment to closer communication with Ottumwa, they sueceeded in 
haying a new free bridge voted by the county —not, however, until 
defeated in two elections. Even then the stockholders of the toll- 
bridge influenced the commissioners to delay the building for two 
years until, as Dr. Smith says: ‘*The Lord, being on my side, a 
flood carried off the old bridge and they had to build in 1880.” Then 
Dr. Smith laid out streets and built sidewalks at his own expense, 
helped people build homes, and 2 roseate dawn of prosperity burst 
upon the new settlement.

Ie practiced law in Indiana, and was prosecuting attorney for De- 
catur and Rush counties part of the time. For five years he was 
Judge of the second judicial district of Towa. In the discharge of 
his duties he knew neither friend nor foe, and his decisions were 
noted for their firmness and precision. At present Judge Williams 
devotes considerable time toa beautiful stock farm within the city 
limits, close to South Ottumwa, of which he is very proud.
